States, Germany and Japan,” and sald it is “crucial for the 
‘three and other industrial nations to aim for growth at home 
and move away from relying entirely on export-lead growth.” 

‘The’ Chase Manhattan report sald there will be three im- 
pediments to growth in many countries: A reluctance by gov- 
ermments to adopt expansionary measures, continuing softness 
in private capital spending and the problem of adjusting to the 
drastically changed international payments pattern caused by 
the oil price increase, the Chase report said. 

It said that the United States, West Germany and Japan 
are the strongest countries among the non-Communist states, 
but it is not clear how much impact these countries would have 
in pulling other countries along with them. 

‘The growth In imports by the United States will be mostly 
distributed emong a few countries, especially ofl-producing states 
and less developed countries, Chase said. 

Japanese imports will come mostly from Asian countries.
